Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 8/14/2007 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/14/2007 was filed after the 
mailing date of the 10/692,404 on 8/14/2007. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1-15 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record issued to Miller and Von der Embse either alone or combine fails 
to teach or suggest "a tracking generator for an RF measurement instrument having a controller 
and a receiver comprising: means for generating a baseband signal of from baseband data from 
the controller ; means for modulating the baseband signal with a modulation oscillator frequency 
to produce a modulation signal; and means for mixing the modulation signal with a local 
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oscillator frequency from the receiver to produce a test signal having an output frequency that 
matches a measurement frequency for the receiver" as cited in claim 1 and its corresponding 
method of claim 14; and "a tracking generator for an RF measurement instrument having a 
controller and a receiver comprising: means for generating a baseband signal from baseband data 
from the controller; means for modulating the baseband signal with a modulation oscillator 
frequency to produce a modulation signal; means for mixing the modulation signal with a local 
oscillator frequency from the receiver to produce a test signal having an output frequency that 
matches a measurement frequency for the receiver; and means for offsetting the output frequency 
from the measurement frequency, the offsetting means comprising means for controlling a 
modulation oscillator frequency for the modulating means to produce an offset in the modulation 
signal" as in claim 6. Neither Miller nor vonder Embse nor their combination describes 
"generating a baseband signal from baseband data from the controller." Instead, Miller's and 
vonder Embse's baseband signals are derived from received input RF and UWB signals. Miller's 
and vonder Embse's controllers control their receivers, but they certainly do not produce 
baseband data from which a baseband signal is then generated. For this reason, claims 1 and 14 
are not rendered obvious by a combination of Miller and vonder Embse.
